500.

My Dear Sir:—Tour letter enclosing 


a petition" 'signed by citizens of Heno, 
Nevada, requesting me to use my in- 
fluence to cause the government build- 
ing to be located at the southeast cor- 
ner of Virginia and First streets, near 
the bridge crossing- the Truckee river, 
was duly received. Inasmuch as the 
Occidental Land and Investment com- 
pany, in which I am a stockholder, is 
the owner of -this-property, I did not 
feel that I was justified in urging Its 
purchase, though I was well satisfied 
that it was the best located and the 
cheapest property offered. 
I 
bought 


this properly about ten years ago, in 
order to preserve it 
for a postofflce 


site, and announced that it would be 
held for a reasonable, time for that 
purpose, at cost and interest. 
"When, 


therefore, the bill providing for a post- 
office was passed, though, the value of 
the lot had increased very much bey- 
ond cost and interest, and though a 
reasonable time had long since elapsed, 
I caused the Occidental 
company to 


carry out my original assurance and 
to offer this iQt in two sections—the 
front part on Virginia street, with a, 
depth of about 150 feet on First street, 
for $9,000, and the rear portion, being 
about 100 feet on .First street, adjoin- 
ing the gas property, for $3,000, mak- 
ing $12,000 in all. This offer was made 
about six months ago, and as it was not 
acted upon by the government, the sec- 
retary of the Occidental Land & Im- 
provement company wrote me that he 
thought that the offer of the company 
ought to be withdrawn and that the 
property was now worth more than 
$25,000. I replied that, owing to my 
dual position as a member of congress 
who promoted the passage of the bill, 
•and as a stockholder interested in" the 
property, Ivhad not urged action, but 
that I would prefer that the company 
should hold to the assurance I had 
originally given notwithstanding the 
delay. 


Learning also that another lot at 


the corner

I am glad to say, however, that the 


matter has been settled by the treas- 


ury department, find that it has ac- 
cepted the piece fronting- on Virginia 
street at the price of 
$0,000. 
I In- 


formed the lieasury officials that re 
Mould be to the interest of the govern- 
ment! to take the rear portion also, 'as 
it could never be purchased (again, at 
so low a figure, but their viesv is th'at 
the portion selected is sufficient in 
size, and they do not wish to reduce 
the amount that, should'go into the 
building, by the purchase of unneces- 
sary real estate.

You will therefore understand that 


the assurance given by me over ; ten 
years ago has been carried out, tan<3 
that the Occidental Land & Improve- 
ment company will make such disposi- 
tion of the rear portion of this lot (as 
it may deem advisable.

I am informed by the supervising ar- 


chitect of the treasury that they will 
set to work immediately upon 
the 


plans, arid I hope that before many 
months the government will create a 
development both of the building and 
grounds which will be a credit to the 
city of Reno.

A few days ago you said, "the man 


who wants to see the constitutionality 
of the incorporation act tested in the 
supreme court is an enemy of Refio." 
I believe so too. 


However, I note that the Ledger man 


is of contrary opinion. I hope he will 
excuse me for taking issue with his 
argument >as to the 
advisability of 


making the test as well as the manner 
of doing it. 


To us laymen it would appear, from 


his statements, that to test the act Is 
one of the easiest of things, that all 
that is necessary is for some attor- 
ney, 
citizen or taxpayer to hand the 


charter to the supreme court judges 
and ask, "May it please your Honors, 
is this act constitutional,?" 


If h« so thinks, then I can inform 


him that things are 
not done that 


way, 
no, and I venture the opinion 


that before he gets the supreme court 
to decide the charter act as an "act" 
unconstitutional he or the taxpayers 
of Reno will have expended a large 
sum of money. Suppose the city coun- 
cil should proceed, for instance, to is- 
sue bonds for certain purposes under 
and by virtue of a certain section or 
sections of the act, no doubt such at- 
tempt could be challenged by proper 
effort and/the attempted action of the 
council restrained. Order of court for 
such action would create an issue tri- 
able by the courts, and the supreme 
court could be asked to render final 
ruling, but such decision would doubt- 
less go no further than to say whether 
or not the provisions providing for the 
issuance of bonds were or were not 
constitutional. Suppose the court de- 
cided that the legislature had no au- 
thority to authoiize the city council to 
issue bonds, would that annul the act 
piovidmg a charter 
government for 


the town of Reno' Certainly not. And 
so in regard to many other questions 
that may be raised. For instance, the 
manner of appointing a police judge 
may be challenged and the question 
of 
constitutionality 
tested 
in 
the 


courts, and so also with regaid to the 
manner of levying and collecting tax- 
es and licenses. Each of these things 
could" be made an issue and a ruling 
had by the courts, but to expect the 
supreme court to decide the charter 
act as an act to be unconstitutional, I 
guess no. 
' However, there is another phase of 
this hurrah to get into couit. 
The 


Ledger man is not alone—there are 
others and it is hard to believe their 
desires are prompted by kindly feeling 
for the best interests of our people 
Why should the officials of our city 
government be hampered with litiga- 
tion by which laige expense will be 
insuied, all of which will come from 
the city treasury and our taxpayers 
for it must be remembered that the 
citizens will have to pay the cost both 
for 
prosecuting, and 
defending 
the 


chaiter? Nay, Reno has suffered long 
enough. Give the new administration 
a chance I have faith in each officer. 
In lieu of litigation let us encourage 
them by an expressive hope and con- 
fidence that 
their 
administration of 


public affairs will be a success.

ECONOMIC PRINCIPLES AND CONDITIONS 


P 


OLITICAL economy is not an exact science. It 


deals with the world's material resources and 


•endeavors to lay down rules which will utilize them 
to the best advantage. But it is impossible to fix upon 
general rules which will do this, in all countries, or 
at all times in die same country. The reason is that 
conditions vary in different countries and even in the 
•same country at different times. This truism finds 
its explication in the attempted appreciation of the 
p-rinciples of political economy to industrial, commer- 
cial and financial condiLionsun different countries. 


The greatest mistakes in national policy are fre- 


rruently made through the unwarranted assumption 
that what is good for one country, or at a certain era, 
must necessarily be good for all other countries and in 
all other eras. 
Much of the reasoning on economic 


•subjects is purely abstract and theoretical—perfectly 
sound when applied to certain conditions but utterly 
unsound in its application to other conditions. 


Thus, in dealing with the subject of tariffs many 


economists have taken the ground rather broadly that 
because England has prospered under free trade, that 
system would surely be good for the United States. 
So it might be good for this country, but not because 
it has been good for England. The conditions in the 
two countries have been very different. 
Other econ- 


omists have just as* stoutly contended that our splen- 
did progress under protection proves its wisdom as 
a national policy in American. The weak point in 
this argument lies in the facj: that no human being 
can tell what our progress would have been under 
a different system. 


Again, many financial economists have jumped 


at the conclusion that because England has had a 
gold standard, nominally, since 1816 her financial 
strength has been owing to that standard, and from 
ihis comet, the secondary conclusion that the same 
standard is good for us. The fact that England was 
the strongest financial power on earth long before 
she adopted the gold standard is lost sight of by these 
financiers, and they arc stone blind to the difference 
in the conditions existing in the two countries—Eng- 
land being the world's greatest creditor and the Uni- 
ted States being the greatest debtor among nations 


A country in which the interests of the creditor 


class predominate is necessarily, in a general way, 
"benefited by a money system in which money is rising 
in value—that is increasing in purchasing power. 
With a given amount of money such a country can 
then buy more of the products of other countries. 
Such a system benefits creditors as a class and injures 
debtors.' When money rises in value the debtor, 
whether an individual or a nation, must turn over 
more products or labor to raise the money with which 
to pay a fixed amount of debt 
Hence the change of 


the mono} standard in 1873, was a trcmcndous_ in- 
jury and "wrong to the great body of the American 
people. The brightening of the business skies during 
the last few years has not repaired the injury or un- 
done the wrong. 


In a tcccnl issue the S. E. Chronicle adverts to the 


decay of British agriculture, and ascribes it to free 
trade in farm products. The Chronicle evidently re- 
gards this as a great misfortune to the country. But 
British opinion" is generally the other way. 
Even 


without a tariff the farmers of the United Kingdom 
-are protected from foreign competition by the freight 
•charges which the foreigner has to pay, and the Brit- 
ish farmer is getting for his product the best prices 
•±hat are paid anywhere in the world. 


The decadence of British agriculture is not owing 


•to an absence of profits in that line of industry, but 
to the circumstance that manufacturing and com- 
merce arc more attractive and offer still better profits. 
'The duties were removed from foodstuffs in that 
•country for th purpose of stimulating manufacturers 
and trade. Unquestionably that result followed. A 
small country like England can never successfully 
•compete v, ith large ones like the United States and 
Russia in agriculture, howeverhigh the tariff may be 
put. The small country has not the land. 
England 


cannot possibly produce her own breadstuffs without 
a large reduction of her manufacturing, mining and 
commercial population, which would be ruin. 
Her 


greatness lies in these callings and not in agriculture. 
So it is far-fetched, indeed, to claim that free trade in 
agricultural products has injured the United King- 
dom. 


Turning to modern high tariff phybsophy in this 


country we find the same loosenj^ of reasoning. 
With all that nature has done for>cis£—with resources 
greater than those of any other nation, the extreme 
protectionist assumes that we would go straight to 
ruin if a single course were taken from the high tar- 
iff wall. He makes the identical arguments today that 
-were employed by Hamilton, Webster and Clay seven- 
ty-five years ago when the country was in it's infancy 
and industrial conditions were altogether different. 
He makes no note of changed conditions but continues 
to play upon the same old string and seems to think 
that a billion dollar trust is the representative of an

And if it is not really humiliating 
it is deeply to be regretted that such newspapers as the 
Chronicle fully recognizing and 
admitting 
these 


monstrous evils, and many others as well, the direct 
outgrowth of the policy of the dominant party, still 
cling to that party and help keep it in power. 


It is worse than idle to denounce the abuses of a 


party and at the same time support it, because when it 
has triumphed at the polls its leaders always regard 
the victory as an endorsement of the party's policy. 
And so it is in a sense. It is a declaration of those 
who support the party that whatever its defects and 
abuses may be it is, nevertheless, better than its op- 
ponent. 
It is impossible even to reform political 


, abuses in that way. 


A party can only be reformed and its policy 


changed by defeating it at the polls. The opposing 
party may be no better in its individual units, but it is 
free from the trammels of a leadership that is com- 
mitted to the policy and abuses complained of, and for 
a time, at least, it is in a position^to work for reform. 


As a rule a party cannot reform itself without con- 


demning- itself, and it cannot change its policy without 
confessing error. It is seldom, indeed, that a major- 
ity of those constituting a political party are willing to 
do those things. Hence if the party remains in powcr 
its policy is maintained unchanged and the work of 
reform is held in abeyance.
